Ue Took All tlio Courses From Pan to 


Dynamite—Bis Story of the Mughal 
Find—Barkeepers Who Had Big Thumbs 
find Fingers. 


Gnthe-red in and around Butte are 


men who have mined in almost ever 
country under tho sun: but, although 
charming conversationalists in the so 
ciety of their friends, for some unac 
countable reason they become suddenly 
dumb when approached by a newspaper 
man. It was a reporter's luck yesterday 
to run against one who talked in an in 
foresting way.. He was .a large, rathei 
fine, looking man, apparently about 70 
years of age, and a man who had watch- 
ed with close interest the progress o: 
mining on the Pacific coast since the 
historic days of 1849. 


"Yes, I was out in Calif orny in the 


old days," he replied.to.a .question, ant 
then added with a pleasant sinilo: ''] 
was thar from 1840 to 1889 and took all 
tho courses, from pan to little giant anci 
from handmade black powder cartridges 
to dinnymite. 


' 'When gold was discovered by Mar- 


shall iu'_that tail race and Sutter was dig- 
ging for his sawmill at Colorja, not a 
man in that country knew a thing about 
mining. Never heard how they knew 
it was gold, hey? \Vcll, there has been 
a great many stories told about it, but 
hero is the right one: It was a little 
nugget Marshall picked up, worth $3 or 
$4 
Each one of the gang looked at it, 


bit it, tasted it, nibbed it, sninllcd it, 
but none of them had a clear idea what 
it was. 
Several thought it might be 


gold, but none was sure of it. A happy 
thought struck Marshall. 
Mrs. Weber 


boarded the hands. 
She was malting 


soft soap from pine ashes lye. Marshall 
proposed the lady should boil the nug- 
get in lyo a day or two, and if it didn't 
change color or lose its substance in the 
test it was sure enough gold. 
Well, it 


stood the test. 
The world knows the 


rest. 


"Among tho first on the ground was 


a lot of greasers, a cross between Mex- 
icans and a lower class of Iranians. God 
knows they were all low enough, but 


'cross was no improvement on tho 


general run of the cattle. Tho greaser 
brought his willow made pan and knife 
as his mining tools. He cut and. scraped 
among crevices of rocks Lit the water's 
edge for 'chispas,' or, as we call them, 
'nuggets.' An enterprising white- man 
made a 'rocker.' 
That was a great im- 


provement over the willow pan and 
niife. In tho full of 1849 picks, shovels, 
iron pans and sheet iron for rocker 
screens had been shipped in from the 
outside. Rockers sold for three ounces, 
shovels half an ounce apiece, picks the 
same; pans for a quarter of an ounce, 
guru boots an ounce a pair and whisky 
a pinch a drink. That was the price in 
mining camps. 
A pinch was what a 


Barkeeper could tako between his fore- 
inger and thumb. Thc-y had big fingers 
ind thumbs in those days, and H, bar- 
iceper's salary was measured by their 
size. 
Wages was an ounce a day. 


"The 'Georgia bumper' displaced tho 


rocker. It was something like a rocker, 
but much larger, and had several 'rif- 
fles' to catch tho gold. 
Tho ends of the 


rockers bump against blocks of wood 
to jar tho gravel in the- screen and be- 
tween rimes. A bumper cost $200, a 
wheelbarrow two ounces, ;uid a China 
pump $25.

be obtained, displaced the rocker, bump- 
er and Tom. 
Hydraulic mining is an 


old thing now." 


"How about underground mining?" 


inquired the re-porter. 


"Gold bearing quartz was first dis- 


covered by Borne miners in the bed oi 
Deer creek, below Nevada City, in the 
summer of 1850. It was found in a nar- 
row vein, but the discovery led to the 
opening up of the magnificent gold bear- 
ing quartz mines of Grass valley in Ne- 
vada county. All (ho equipments of tho 
mines were at first crude, but tho mines 
ivere rich and paid well. Black powder 
was used in blasting where blasting was 
necessary. 
Some years after nitroglyc- 


was introduced in tho state, but 


an explosion of the stuff in a San Francis* 
r-.o express office knocked it out, and gi- 
ant powder came into use.

FCULIC IMPROVEMENT CI.LI!. 


Various associations and organiza- 


tions, snch as the Board of Tiade, 
Building and Loan, Investment and 
Colonization and Immigration Associa- 
tions, all looking toward the upbuild- 
ing or development of tho resources of 
the State, or some certain locality, have 
been tried in Xevada and with a rea- 
sonable amount of success, yet there is 
room for great improvement. While it 
is to be admitted that these associa- 
tions accomplish much good, the gen- 
oral management and real benefits de- 
rived are oalj shared by a few individ- 
uals who are ablo to keep up the neces- 
sary dues and assessments provided bv 
the constitutions and by-laws of the 
association, and which become a bur- 
den to the majority of the members, if 
not all, and one by onp, through failure 
to comply with the regulations, certifi- 
cates of membership are cancelled, un- 
til the few who have been able to carry 
their stock and retain their member- 
ship, share tin accumulated benefits 
that have gradually been augmented by 
their more unfortunate associate3, who, 
perhaps, have struggled eaanestJy and 
honestly, denied themselves and fami- 
lies many a litde luxury in order to 
keep up their obligations, but have 
finally bsen forced, through no fault of 
their owu, to let go and see their inter- 
est forfeited under the rule for non- 
payment of dues or some other similar 
obligation. 
As stated before, these as- 


sociations have their mission, but the 
real benefits afforded by them are s-o 
limited that when the general publio or 
the advancement of tho State or fin:,* 
particular town is considered, xrn- rip- 
ple—it cannot bo called B wave—of 
prosperity tbat they cause by some cer- 
tain move in a public way is lost in t'ue 
general turmoil of bnsme&s lifo. 


There is one association or oi-g*-Mz-\.- 


tion that is becoming quite poj>ulir 111 
many sections of the country, th.it 13 
comparatively inexpensive in tho cai- 
rying out of its purposes and v. ijich 
can be made to be a public bei.eiiicioii 
to the rich and poor alike, each ?haiiu,j 
in the benefits biought about by its 
exertions for the public goodciocoi-Jiou' 
to tue interest tho individual may liaro 
in tho community. 
Tho rich man or 


property owner is largely benefitol by 
increased values, economical mau.i&o 
ment of public affairs, better public 
service and a thousand other thiugd, 
while ktho poor man, although lie has 
no real and little personal property, 
may enjoy the benefits of good streets, 
pavements, light, 
water and other 


things that come iu tho routine of his 
every day life. 


The association suggested is a local 


Improvement Club, and may be organ- 
ized under such laws and regulations 
as will suit the locality, and with tho 
purpose of benefiting the community 
as much as possible. The membership 
can be general, or may be restricted as 
deemed advisable. The officers, simply 
a president, vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer and an executive committee, 
advisory board or board of directors. 
Meetings may be held as frequently as 
the public good shall demand, and the 
executive officers act in all matters in 
ajoordance with the by-laws of the 
association. 


Such an institution 
can consider 


street improvements, sidewalks, pub 
lie lighting, water supply and in fact 
all matters in which the public has 
an interest and the directors of the as- 
sociation, or executive officers can con- 
fer with boards of commissioners, city 
councils, trustees officers or directors 
of corporations, etc., and can, if in no 
other way, demand and force recogni- 
tion from snch boards by virtue of 
those they represent. If some matter 
of benefit to the general public needs 
attention, or even if a single individual 
or taxpayer makes a proper complaint 
that snch public officers or boards are 
derelict in their duty or doing the in- 
dividual or public an injury, the exec- 
utive officers can investigate the matter 
and demand the attention of the proper 
persons |in authority. 
Petititions to 


boards of commissioners, trustees or 
directors of corpoiations, no matter 
how many signatures may appear upon 
them asking for some action on the 
part of such bodies, ure frequently 
read, politely placed on file, which 
means to pigeonhole them eternally, 
and the petitioners wait in vain for the 
consideration that never is had aad 
that was never intended :by the board 
in the beginning. 
An individual ap- 


pears before a board and states a case 
for action or makes a request that may 
be of great importance to him or his 
neighborhood, the board takes it under 
advisement and keeps it theie. Such 
boards seldom if erer investigate a 
matter presented to them in this way, 
and if they do it is simply cursory, or 
they too frequently take the opinion 
of some disinterested or perhaps preju- 
diced person and act on that to the det- 
riment of the real party or parties in- 
terested. 


An Improvement Club would look 


into all such matters, and if worthy in- 
sist on results. State, county, munici- 
pal and other public affairs would re- 
ceive attention. 
Grand Juries would 


not be called upon to investigate the 
acts of public officials or corporations, 
and ignore charges made by some poor, 
lone individual, simply because he had 
no friends, backers or influence. On 
the other hand if charges were preferred 
against snch officials or company by an 
Improvement Club, a grand jury would 


bot dare to pass it by simply as a 
growl from some source, but would be 
compelled to thoroughly investigate 
apd recommend such action as would 
correct any irregularity in public af- 
fairs. 


After the organization of an Improve- 


ment Club, and the laws, rules and reg- 
ulations formed and adopted, there 
would be comparatively little work for 
tho officers and the regular and special 
meetings could be arranged to suit the 
convenience of a majority of the mem- 
bers. 


The proposition of the organization 


of such a club may look impracticable 
to many, but nevertheless such organ- 
izations are becoming very popular and 
accomplishing great good and an has 
been demonstrated in a number of in- 
stances of late where certain demands 
wore made of large corporations for 
the good of the people, and which did 
not receive as prompt attention as ex- 
pected, the association did not send a 
committee to fawn and bow before 
some superintendent or director of the 
coiporation, but simply notified such 
ofScial to appear before the association 
board and show cause why the request 
waa not granted, aud so far it is a mat- 
ter of record that the corporation offi- 
cial, in nearly every instance, hastily 
appeared, and with profuse and abject 
apologies, begged for further time and 
promised an early adjustment of the 
matter, to the entiie satisfaction of all 
patties concerned. 


F1KJS AT BODIB. 


The Standard Mmo in Flltmes, 


BODIE, Gal., April 25.—A fire broke 


out in the Standard mine this morn- 
ing before the day shift went on. 
The 


wires connecting with the pump in the 
mine were burned, The fire started on 
the 350 foot level and no damage was 
done further down. 
The flames are 


still beyond control and the main shaft 
is a burning furnace. The new electric 
hoist iu the mine is destroyed, and the 
miners are prevented from getting iu 
by foal gas and the caving in of the 
ground. 


The men icached the four-hundred 


level through the Bulwer and removed 
the powder in the vicinity of the shaft. 


The miners are doing everything in 


their power to bulkhead all stopes and 
cross-cuts to prevent the fire from 
spreading to tho Bodie mine, »hich is 
| connected, and water is now being 


j pumped several hundred yards by the 


I Bodio Con. Mining Co. to the Standard 
shaft, und the miners have carted 
water all morning through the Bulwer 
tunnel. The Babcock fire extinguish- 
era aro \irtually useless, theie being 
no access to the Ore. With n btream of 
water now being pumped down the 
shaft, the fire may bo brought down 
under control. Tho electric machinery 
burned is that put in one year ago. 
The miners cannot ascertain the ex- 
tent of the damage, and may not for 
several days. The loss is thought to 
be very great, though no one was in 
the mine at the time the fire started, it 
commencing between shifts.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Chairman 


Powers of the House Committee on 
Pacific Railroads to-day presented in 
tho House the report of the majority of 
the committee upon the Pacific Rail 
road bill. 
It is a comprehensive and 


exhaustive document. 
Three possible 


hues of policy seemed open to the Gov- 
ernment. Powers states as follows: 


First—Enter into the possession of 


the properties, which would involve the 
immediate payment of !),6],385,000 in 
first mortgage bonds. 


Second—The foreclosure and sale of 


the Gofemment's lien, which would 
practically reach the same result, the 
Government's acquisition of the roads. 
The roado, if sold for what they wonld 
fetch, would yield little or nothing for 
tho Government on its debt- 


Third—To make arrangements with 


the companies which should secure 
to 
the 
Government 
the pay- 


ment of fixed amounts at prescribed 
dates, as ^iarge as the recently antici- 
pated earnings would bear. 


The committee, the report continues, 


adopted tho third plan and extended 
the Government lien to embrace the 
whole of the properties, including ter- 
minals, branch 
lines, 
feeders 
and 


equipments.

Not 
long before the shortage was brought 
out he had a conversation or two with 
Jones about tho mmors, and talked 
concerning what should be in the ac- 
cumulated slums, there being prob- 
ably something wrong somewhere. 
Jones said the slums would show up 
all right at the clean up. 


Cross-examination by Woodburn— 


~.u 1891 Jones was Assistant Melter and 
Seflner under Zabriskie, and Pierce 
was foreman. Jones was in the refinery 
quite frequently, yet sometimes not 
more than once or twice a week, He 
was never th»re before or after work- 
ing hours. I never knew him to linger 
behind for anything. 
Pierce always 


looked out for the keys of everything. 
There aie about five men employed on 
the average; never 
knew anything 


about Jones or his actions to excite the 
least suspicion. He had the same ac- 
cess to tho gold tubs as the rest of us, 
and not as good opportunities for 
stealing in any way as the rest of us, 
including Pierce, Heney and myself. 
When bullion was weighed at any time 
I went into the vault and passed it out, 
sending in a truck to the scales. None 
of us were experienced with tho cupel 
except Pierce, Heney and perhaps Ran; 
dall. The duplicate key found in the 
vault was covered with books and 
papers and had evidently been there 
For considerable 
timo. 
Zabriskie, 


when at home and able to attend to 
duty, visited the refinery every day, 
Harris much more frequently. 


O'Connor came in as foreman of the 


Melting and Refining department in 
July, 1894. He being inexperienced in 
the business, I acted in his place at 
bis desire, he drawing the pay of tho 
position. 
My suspicions of any shoit- 


age were not much at first, even when 
Harris i emarked to me that I was not 
sending down any too much gold. I 
looked at him as a new hand and 
thought he might be merely hinting to 
me to be sure and do careful work. If 
;here had been found more gold in the 
slum tank than was expected, I would 
lave attributed it to some accident or 
carelessness. 


P. B. Ellis, assayer in the mint since 


July 1, 1889—My duties are to make all 
assays required in the mint, keep a 
record of the same and report to the 
Superintendent. He gave a full and 
detailed history of the bogus Bodie 
melt. In March, 1895, under the diiec- 
tion of U. S. Mint Inspector Mason, I 
made assays of ten samples from ten 
different melts m the vault of the 
Melter and Refiner. 
All turned out 


coriect except one, which 
was the 


bogus Bodie melt, and was thus dis- 
;overed. The original was 482}^ fine 
n gold, and the bogus \Q% fine. 


When I assisted Harris in weighing 


;he gold bullion iu his vault, I thought 
some error occasioned it, although he 
nad spoken to me of his suspicion of a 
shortage. 
The discovery of the loss of 


;hat small gold bar, No. 166, was made 
ay him m checking them off. 
We 


hunted the vault for it, but it never 
has been found. 
It was worth about 


5, and is still missing. Witness re- 


peated his former testimony descriptive 
of the clean-up of the mint made by 
Mason, and its trifling results. 
Ellis' 


testimony during the afternoon session 
was to pretty much the same effect, for- 
mer points being made stronger. 
In 


conversation with Jones at one time, 
Jones had incidentally said that he 
came into the mint from Candelaria 
poor and in debt. 
He also told him 


after he returned from a trip East for 
;wo or three months in '92, that Brown 
had muddled up the books some in his 
absence. 


Thomas P. O'Connor came into the 


mint as foreman of the melting and re- 
fining department July 1,1894. 
Sinoe 


coinage ceased I have been employed 
as cupeller in the assay office. 
Re- 


peated his former testimony relative to 
assisting Harris in weighing the gold 
bullion in his vault and the loss of the 
small gold bar.

Thomas Wildey died October 19,1861, 


but the monument to his memory will 
be as eternal as the mountains and the 
good work that this great man inaugur- 
ated is steadily going on, reaching out 
to every part of tho civilized world, 
helping to make men better and con- 
stantly extending a helping hand to 
the sick, distressed and widow and or- 
phan. 


To-day the order numbers nearly a 


million in membership and financially 
is as sound as the Government. Its 
good work can be seen on every hand, 
not only as a beneficial order, but it 
has established colleges, orphan asy- 
lums and homes for the aged that are 
among the first institutions in the 
land. 
Gradually it has extended its 


good influence into foreign lands, until 
its teachings have become a part of the 
education of the Christian wr-rld. 


Founded on friendship, lovo and 


truth, all that is good and pure is em- 
braced in its tenons. Chaiity is oue of 
its cardinal principles and is exempli- 
fied by its members in every deserving 
case within the Ordei and frequently 
outside of it.
